, ablish. a sea blockade
i around Cuba expressly to
' keep war materials from be-
'ing shipped to that island.
'! recommend also that you
give official recognition to
a responsible Cuban govern­
ment in exile."

Bruinsma said ( h e ugly 
pattern of communism has 
unfolded in Cuba. "First, 
revolution introduced com­ 
munism," he explained. 
"Then Russia stabilizes and 
consolidates control. Then 
the area becomes a spring- 
board for subversion or in- 
vasion of other countries." 
Jfe said the failure to act 
.( the Bay of Pigs was a 
iragic blunder.

He said the Kennedy ad- 
ministration has interpreted 
the Monroe Doctrine to be 
an expression of what we 
don't like in the Western 
Hemisphere instead of a 
flat statement of what we 
will not tolerate from 
would-be aggre«8orfs.
